THE LIBERALS CARRFA TORY STRONGHOLD 
IN YESTERDAY’S ELECTION. 


A Big Bid Made by the Government te Win 
the Seat—Ouida’s Protest ns Starts 
to Find Explorer Stanléy—The Opposi- 
tion to Beulanger—-A New Steamer 
Launched—Foreiga News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatcn. 

LONDON, January 19.—Tne excitement in 
Glasgow was intense when the result of the 
Govan election was declared late last night. 
Several enthusiasts immediatély dispatched 
messages to Giadstone at Naples. The Lib- 
erals were tolerably certain of winning the 
seat. Even the Times considered the Unionist 
chances hopeless, and declared beforehand 
that if Pender was returned, although the seat 
was a Tory one, it would Gonsider it as good 
as if the Tories had. wrested the 
seat from the Gilaastonians. The Gov- 
ernment, thoroughly alarmed, dispatched 
O. Stewart Wortley to give a broad hint 
that the admiralty contracts would be given to 
this great shipbuildiag constituency in the 
event of Pender being returned. Nobody, 
however, expected a Liberal majority of 1,071. 
The ministerial organs vainly attempt to ex 
plain it away, talking of the late Member’s 
personal following and the result being due, 
not to the falling off of the Troy vote, which 
is almost insignificant, buttothe enermous 
increase of the Liberal strength. 

OUIDA’S PROTEST. 

Ouida raises astrong protest against the 
proposed destruction of most of the 
ancient historic portions of Florence. 
She says there are projects at 
present before the muricipality to 
destroy the whole central portion of the city, 
and historic buildings like the Palace of Dante 
di Castinglioue and many others are doomed 
to destruction and to be replaced by a gigantic 
cucumber frame and a bad imitation of Tra 
falar Square, London. The scheme appears 
to find favor with the rulers of Florence, who, 
Guring the past fifteen years, have been de- 
stroying every day something lovely or vener- 


abie. 
A SEW RULE. 


Yesterday a newrule was promulgated at 
the British Museum. The reading-room is 
rapidly becoming crowded beyond endurance.

TO FIND STANLEY. 


Stevens, the Traveler, Starts fer the Interior 
ef Africa. 


Special Cablegram to the Pest-Dispatch. 

Lonpow, January 19,—Mr. Thomas A. Ster- 
ens, the well-known traveler, who is now 
on his way to the interior of the great African 
continent on behalf of the New York WorLD. 
left here last night, via Dover, Calais, Paris 
and Turin, for Lrindisi, where he will embark 
early on Monday morning next for 
Alexandria. Due there on the 2th or 25th 
Inst., he will proceed by ral direct to Suez in 
time to catch the Peninsular and Oriental 
mail steamer for Bombay. He will disembark 
at Aden, atthe mouth of the Red Sea, on the 
Zoch or Sist of this month, and will there 
awaitthe bi-monthly steamer to Zanzibar, 
where he expects to arrive about February 6 
or 7. During his stay here he bas had the op- 
portunity of meeting and conversing with 
several ofthe best known African explorers 
on whom he has created a most favorable im- 
pression, and who have gone out of their way 
to place their experience and knowledge of 
the Derk Continent at his disposal. He has 
also purchased here the equipment and stores 
necessary for the adventurous journey which 
he has undertaken. 


THE AFRICAN ATROCITIES. 

The news received here during the last few 
days from Zanzibar concerning the wide- 
spread revival of the slave trade all along the 
coast of the mainland, and the reports of the 
outrages perpetrated bythe Arab slave-deal- 
ers on the European members of the German 
mission stations are s0 vague, so indefinite, 
and yet so horrible, thatthe special commis- 
sioner of the WORLD will be able to rendera 
public service by throwing some light on the 
chaos and anarchy which have prevailed 
there ever since the German Tast 
African Co. attempted to substitute 
ite a@thority for that of the sultan.

This attitude on the part of the English Gov- 
ernment only serves to confirm the impression 
which prevails on all sides that Stanley, be- 
sides securing Emin Pasha, is intrusted with 
some more or less official mission by the 
Crown. It is true that at the time of Stanley's 
departure from here the English Govern- 
ment explicitiy disavowed all responsi- 
bility or connection with the expedition, 
which, according to the declarations of the 
Cabinet Ministers in Parliament, was dis- 
patched and equipped on the purely personal 
initiative of some private English gentleman 
interested f 

IN THE FATE OF EMIN. 

Since then, howtver, these same private 
gentiemen have been constituted into a semi- 
official corporation, organized on -precisely 
similar lines to those of the defunct East In- 
dia Co. The corporation in question, which 
is known as the British East Africa Co., pos- 
sesses its rights, privileges and semi-official 
connection with the crown by virtue of a 
royal charter signed by the Queen. There- 
fore, it will be seen that although Mr. 
Stanley left England as the emissary of a pri- 
vate association, he has now, since the issue 
‘of the royal charter to his employers, become 
an agent of the British Government. To deny 
this would be ridiculous, for one might just

‘ LAUNCHING OF THE STEAMER TEUTONIC. 

BELFastT, January 19.—The new White Star 
steamer, Teutonic, was launched this morn- 
ing from Queen’s Island Yard. The compan- 
ion ship, Majesty, of the same style and size, 
is stillon the stocks, Dut will be launched 
and completed, it is expected, in time for use 
the coming summer. The length of these 
ships is 582 feet, which makes them ‘che long- 
est vessels afloat; breadth, 57 feet 6 inches; 
depth, 39 feet 4 tmeches; with a 
gross tdanage of nearly 0,000 tons. 
They are built of Siemens-Martin steel, and 
are furnished with two independent sets of 
triple expansion engines, driving twin pro- 
pellers with manganese bronze dlades. In 
form and construction of bull they possess 
the distinctive features of their predecessors, 
the ‘‘Adriatic,’’ ‘‘Britamnic,’’ ‘‘Germanioc,’’ 
etc. Moreover, while they are similarly sub- 
divided by athwartship bulkheads, they are 
also constructed with 8 longitudinal bulk- 
head, running fore and aft, throughout the 
greater portion of their length. Each vessel 
is constructed to e 300 saloon passengers, 
who will all dine at one time.

A NEW ROAD. 

QUEBEC, January 19.—It is proposed to build 
a railroad from this city to a point on the Ot- 
tawa River. Complete communication be- 
tween Quebec and Gaspe is a part of the 
scheme. Thg Nortbern Pacific Railway con- 
trols an independent line from the West, and 
connection is proposed by a fast line of steam- 
ships. Capitalists in Minneapolis are said to 


be interested in the scheme. The same par- 
ties are applying to the Ontario Legislature 
for permission to constructa line from Sault 
Ste. Marie to a point in Ottawa. 

AMERICAN DUTY ON CANADIAN CARS. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, January 19.—An Ot- 
tawa dispatch says that the order issued by 
the American customs authorities instruct- 
ing the Collector at Detroit to collect duty on 
all Canadian cars entering Canada at that 
place, carrying freight from American points 
to other American points, created a stir 
among raliway officials and caused considera- 
ble discussion as to the cause, efiect 
and working of the order. It is 
admitted that the object of the 
United States authorities isto prevent inter- 
national business from being carried in Cana- 
dian bottoms, that is, business from one 
American point sarong Canada to an- 
other American point. he effect of the en- 
forcement of the order will be to compel all 
Canadian Railway Companies handling, in- 
dividual business to handle that freight in 
American built cars, or go out ot the busi- 
ness. The Minister of Customs bas wired for 
further information, as he can scarcely credit 
the dispatch. 

REACHED AN AGREEMENT. 

The Canadian Pacific has issued orders that 
all Toronto freight for Manitoba and the 
Northwest shail be shipped via the Northern 
line to a point of junction with the Canadian 
Pacific main line. This is taken to mean that 
an agreement has been arrived at between the 
Canadian Pacific and the Grand Trunk. 

EXPORT DUTY ON LOGS. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, January 19.—A change has 
been made in the recent order in council 
whieh increased the export duty on logs from 
$2 to & per 1,000 feet, providing that logs cut 
and ready for shipment at the date of the 
passage of the order may be shipped at the 
old rate,-viz., $2.

TO KEEP THE COWS CLEAN. 


AN ORDINANCE THAT IS MEETING WITH 
SOME OPPOSITION, 


Another Dairy Inspector to Be Appointed— 
The Distilleries Take a Hand—Getting 
Money to Employ Legal Talent—The 
People’s ‘Railway Bili—An Improvement’ 
in the Harbor. 


The dairy-inspection bill went through the 

Council last night, and nothing now remains 
to make it alaw butthe signature of the 
Mayor. It is entitled An ordinance to reg- 
ulate cow stables and dairies within the limits 
of the City of St. Louis, prescribing how ahd 
where they may be maintained, regulating 
their management and defining when they 
shéuld be deemed a nuisance, and providing 
for the appointment of Dairy Inspectors, 
fixing their salaries and defining their du- 
tles. 
The ordinance, as the title of it indicates, is 
to regulate dairy matters inside the olty. 
Section lof the ordinance provides that no 
dairy can be established in the city without 
the permission of the Board of Health; an\ex- 
act statement must be made by all applicants 
of the location, the size of the lot and stable, 
and the number of cows which are intended to 
be kept there. The board is empowered to 
make a full investigation of the contemplated 
dairy, and then grantor refuse theright to 
keep it as they may see fit. 

A long list of rules are madeto govern the 
existing stables and dairies in 
the matter ot removing the filth 
and looking after the welfare of the 
cattie and preventing the dairy from becom- 
ing a nuisanceto the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. 

The part 
dairymen 
ing sections: 

Section 7. Whenever the Board of Health 
shall have declared any cow stable or dairy to 
be a nuisance, the Health Commissioner shall 
order said party or parties, firm or corpora- 
tion to remove said cow stable or dairy and 
to discontinue the business at such place 
within such time as the Health Commissioner 
deems reasonable and necessary; and auy 
person or persons, firm or corporation falling 
or refusing to obey such order of the Health 
Commissioner shall be fined not less than $50 
nor more than $00; and such person or per- 
sons shail be subject to like fine for each and 
every day he, she or they shall continue the 
maintenance of such cow stable or dairy 
after the expiration of the time specified in 
the order of the Health Commissioner. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of ail police offi- 
cers to observe the condition of the cow sta- 
bies and dairies in their respective districts, 
and through the Chief of Police to report to 
the Health Commissioner any violation of 
this ordinance. 

Sk. 9. The Mayor shall appoint two Dairy 
Inspectors to be approved by the Council. The 
term of said Dairy Inspectors shall expire 
with the Health Commissioner. Said Dairy 
Inepectors shall receive asalary of $1.200 per 
annum, payable monthly, and they shall each 

rovide and maintain at their own expense a 

oree and wagon for the expeditiag of the 
business of inspecting dairies. (Said luspect- 
ors sball be practicai dairymen of at least five 
years’ experience.) Said Dairy Inspectors 
shail perform thetr duties under the super- 
vision of the Health Commissioner or the 
| chief san! oMcer, as the Health Commis-

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FLORBA’S FATAL FRENZY. 


A Young Giri Shoots: Her Sweetheart’s 
Mother and Commits Suicide.

FAYETTE, Mo., January 19.—This town was 
thrown into a state of intense excitement this 
morning, about 10 0’clock, by Flora, the 16- 
year-old daughter of Wm. Rohr, shooting 
Mrs. E. J. Johnson through the back, then turn- 
ing and shooting herself through the head. 
The weapon used was a 32-caliber Colt's re- 
volver. The girl died instantly and the old 
lady is now thought to be breathing her last. 
The tragedy was brought on in this wise:

Johnson, were sweethearts, and the mother 
quarreled much with the girl, trying 
to break off the engagement which existed 
between the young couple. Last night the 
lovers met clandestinely, but this mornin 
Mrs. Johnson learned of it, and called to the 
girl, who lived in an adjoining house.

ROBBED THE CHURCH AND WIDOWS. 


The Heavy Defalcation of an Ex-Bank 
Cashier in New Kork. 


NEW YORK, January 19.—The friends of the 
late Henry FP. Marshall, who was for over 
twenty years cashier ot the Seamen’s Bank 
for Savings, in Wall street, were surprised at 


the published statement that $12,000 of funds 
heid by him as treasurer of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church Missionary Society for Sea- 
men, cannot be found. It was ascertained 
this morning that funds of St. George's 
Church and of estates of which he was 
trustee are also missing, to the extent of 
nearly $40,000 additional. 

It now appears that Marshall was short in 
his accounts to the amount of $70,000. The 
Seamnan’s Savings Bank has lost nothing. Up 
to date the heaviest loss is sustained by a ven- 
erable lady who resides in East Haddam, 
Conn. This lady is Mrs. Martha Biakeman, 
who is over 70 years old, For 
many years Mr. u all managed ber estate 
and was ny nee taghave in his possession 
securities belonging’ to her valued between 
$40,000 and $50,000. All that is left of the 
Widow Blakeman’s estate is a trifle less 
than $10,000 and this has been turned 
over to her attorney. It is extremely 
difficult to ascertain the exact amount 
of the defalcation, but itis now believed that 
the Seamen’s Mission has been defrauded of 
about $25,000 and St. Georges Episcopal 
Churcb of $15,000. Other societies have lost 
sums of smaller amount, but just how much 
no one knows, owing to the pecullar method 
in which business was transacted. 


THE AMERICAN POND LILY. 


A Chinese Doctor Says Its Root Is a Famous 
Food Delicacy.

NEW YORK, January 19.—A species of Amer- 
loan pondiily,or wild lily that grows every- 
where in America, has been recently recog- 
nized by a Chinese botanist, a Dr. Li of 
Mott street, to be afamous Chinese food del- 
icacy, whose potato-like root is considered 
finer and richer in taste than the best of yams. 
A little . a year ago the doctor discovered

it, he sald, ina creek in Astoria. He 
dug one out of the weter; ite roots 
‘were very small but upon close ex- 
amination he found it to be the. very 
| idamtienlstthe goo’) of China whose valuable 
roots were sold at about 10 cents apiece. He 
took out several ana sent them to a Chinese 
farmer in California for careful cultivation. 
The latter rearedthem in a hot-house near 
his farm until he had secured a sufficient 
quantity of seedlings, and then planted them 
in a field which was immersed in water last 
spring. This species of iy, when carefully 
cultivated, produces great quantities of yel- 
lowish roots that resemble the regular Irish 
— but are smaller in size and are longer. 
‘esterday atternoon two barrels of them were 
received from the tarmer in question 
in San Francisco, who raised nearly a tan of 
them this season from the seedlings that he 
received from this city through Dr. Li. The 
Chinamen were wild with delight when they 
saw fresh ‘‘ths goo’’ dere as if in China. 
They were sold in less than an hour after 
arrival at 20 cents per pound. Considering 
thatthese were apparentiy wild vegetables 
icked up in one of the highways near New 
Fork, it is a good price, and especially when 
each of these plants would produce as much 
as five or six pounds of ‘‘ths goo' each season 
without any trouble or care from the farmer.

HEARTLESS, WRETCHES. 


BRUTAL WORK BY WHITE CAPS ix NORTH 
UMBERLAND COUNTY, PA. 


Three Miners Witness a Terrible Sigtit— 
Meeting a Gang of White Caps in Full 
Regalia—A Harmless Idiot Dragged in a 
Cold Stream and Unmercifally Lashed 
for an Alleged Criminal Assuult. 


SHAMOKIN, Pa., January 19.—White Caps in 
the eastern and western portions of Northum- 
berland County worked with possibly fatal 
results Thursday night, since which time vig- 
ilance committees have been formed all over 
the county instituting a search for the heart- 
less wretches. It is as hard a task to find out 
who are the members of the committee as it is 
to establish the identity of the White Caps. 
Patrick Doolan and two Hungarian labor- 
ers left the mines of the Corbin col- 
liery at 2 o’clock yesterday morning 
to go home. They live in Springfield, a 
mile from this city and two miles 
from the mines. As they were 200 yards from 
their homes, walking on the turnpike, Doolan 
suddenly stopped, calling the attention of his 
companions toa number of ange looking 
objects 100 yards to the left on both sides of a 
swiftand deep running stream. He told the 
men to accompany him to find out 
WHAT IT ALL MEANT. 

After the men had waiked fifty yards toward 
the creek the moon drifted out from bebind a 
bank of clouds and revealed to the eyes of the 
miners about thirty men dressed in white 
flowing robes, their faces being concealed 
with black masks, while atall, white, conical. 
shaped nat surmounted their heads. It was a 
weird and gbustly spectacle. The masked 
men all carried Winchester rifles, anda num- 
der flourished knives in the air. Before Doo- 
lan and hiscompauions could draw back seven 
of the ghost-like figures ran down behind the 
miners and compelled them to throw up their 
hands, after which they were marched to the 
water’s edge and surrounded by a heavy 
guard. Then one of the band addressed the 
miners in a gruff voice, informing them that 
they would behold the last act of a White Cap 
tragedy. Turning on his heel the man, evi- 
dently the leader, emitted a shrill whistle, 
which caused a clump of bushes to part twenty 


yards off in the woods. Out ot the opening 
emerged four White Caps, 
CARRYING A NAKED MAN, 

whose person resembied wu quurter of 
beef. This appearance wus caused, ao. the 
leader told the astonished and uaffrichted 
miners, by having twenty lashesofa cat-o’- 
nine-tails laid ouhim. When the procession 
reached the spot where Dooian and tiie White 
Caps stood, the bleeding man, who wus un- 
conscious, Was held up in front ot the work- 
men and Doolan recognized him as Thomas 
Hague of Coal Run, reputed a harmless 
idiot. Doolan mustered up enough courage 
to ask why the unfortunate wretch: 
was so treated, when a White Cup ra- 
marked that Hague had tried to as- 
sault a girl on her way to Shamokin eurly in 
the evening, and that one of the bund saw 
him and rescued the girl. Hetold the 
go home, after which he knocked Hague 
down, tied his limbs, carried him into the 
woods and bound nim to a tree. He theu re- 
ported the case to the rest of the Drvthren, 
and they were now wreakitig vengeance on 
the wrong- doer. 

Arope was now tied around Hague and he 
was cast into the ice-coid stream and dragged 
— and down in the water for a short 
white, when he was lald on the bank. 
A White Cap then ordered Doolin and his men 
to knee! and remain in that position until they 
were out of sight. The men did so and the 
band disuppeared in the woods. The men 
carried Hague into a hostelry in Springtield 
where he now lies at the point of death. 

WARNINGS. a 

The alarm was at once given and bands 
of angry miners scoured the woods for miles 
around, but no trace of the brutes could be 
found. Yesterday mornin«’s mail gave a 
number of warnings to different people to 
leave Shamokin in twenty-four hours or re- 
eeive punishment from the White Caps. It Is 
feared that there will be bloodshed, as every- 
body is heavily armed. At the time that 
Hague was receiving his brutal treatment, a 
similar scene was being enacted in the iorest 
near Milton, thirty-five miles away, where 
two white men and a negro were taken from 
their cabin bya body of masked men, who 
tied the captives to trees and lashed them un- 
mercifully. No clew to the perpetrators has

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THEY GATHER IN NUMBERS AT MR. HENRY 
HITCHCOCK’S BESIDENCE. 


A Strovg Movement in Favor of the Reten- 
tion of This Branch of Education and Its 
Improvement—Mr. Hitchcock Talks on 
the Subject—The Cho uteau School—Other 
School News. 


A meeting was held one night this week at 
the residence of Mr. Henry W. Hitchcock, 1507 
Lucas avenue, which has an important bear- 
ing on the kindergarten question. This 
meeting was composed of a number of in- 
fiuential citizens, who are friends of the kin- 
dergartens, and the opposition which 
has. recently come to the surface 
against the system was discussed, and 
methods of successfully meeting it were ad- 
vanced. The meeting adjourned, subject to 
the call of the Chairman, and another meet- 
ing will be held in the near future, at which 
further steps toward arranging the influence 
in favor of the kindergartens will be taken. 

A Post-Dispatcs reporter .called on Mr. 
Hitekcock this morning at his office, 404 
Market street, and asked him for an acoouꝑt 
of what was done at the mec 
ing. He was rather avorre to 
going into particulars about the session, but 
had no hesitation in declaring his opinion in 
regard to the kindergartens, and what he said 
most probably expresses the general senti- 
ment of those who were present at his resi- 
dence to discuss the kindergarten question. 

„»The meeting, Mr. Hitchcock said, ‘‘was 
simply a gathering of the friends of the 
kindergartens; of persons who have great 
faith in the system as an important 
factor in early education, The kindergartens 
have a great many friends in this city, and 
should there be any necessity for it their 
voices will be raised in favor of the continu- 
ance of the system. St. Louis was the first 
city in the canntry to take up the system and 
has brought it tothe greatest perfection. The 
pppularity of the kindergartens is growing 
all over the country. In Boston 
the kindergartens founded by Mrs. 
Quincy Adams have been turned over to the 
public schools. The system is also being in- 
augurated in Philadelphia, Milwaukee and 
other cities, and has also taken quite a hold in 
Canada. In many of the places where the 
system has been started St. Louis women have 
bad supervision of its initiation. Iam a firm 
believer in the value of kindergartens 
as a preparation for rudimentary edu- 
cation. There can be no donbt about it that 
they develope and expand the mind of a child. 
Many persons make the mistake of supposing 
that the kindergartens are intended merely as 
a place of amusement for the Httle ones. Such 
is not the case. They are a most valuable 
branch of education. I had a friend who 
thought the other way. Heis a well-known 
and influential citizen. He sent his boy to the 
kindergarten, however, just for fun,’ as he 
expressed it. It was not long before the 
change he observed in the child made bima 
complete convert to the kindergarten system. 
He said the improvement in the boy was re- 
markabie. He gave evidence continually of 
how his intellect had been developed by the 
kindergarten work. His constant inquiries 
about things about the house and his refusal 
to be satisfied until fully informed; the evi- 
dence he gave that a train of ideas were 
started by objects of which he was 

iven some account; in & word, 

is noticeable increased brightness 
were proof to the father that the child had 
been greatly benefited by attending the kin- 
dergarten exercises, bere are very many 
citizens in this city who have likewise seen 
manifested in their own children the good re- 
sulte ofthis kind of training, and it was ‘a 
meeting of 1 people which was held at my 
house, and if it becomes necessary for the 
continuance of the —— to make a showing 
it will be found that the kindergartens have a 
great many advocates, indeed. 

MR. HITCHCOCK 

spoke of the fact that St. Louis kindergarten 
workers had been in demand to inaugurate 
and perfect the system elsewhere, and Miss 
McCulloch, who was seen later at the Public 
Schoo! SuperfPtendent’s office, supplied some 
— information on this point. She 
received letters constantly fron other cities 
asking that good kindergarten workers be sent 
on. ‘This morning she received one from Al- 
bany, N. 1. The system was growing in ta- 
vor all over the country. In Boston and Can- 
ada St. Louis teachers had helped iu ite in- 
auguration, and, in fact, wherever it was in- 
troduced St. Louls workers were in demand, 
this city being famed for the perfection at- 
tained in kindergarten work. In San Francis- 
co, where the work of the St. Louis kindergar- 
tens was awarded first premium at a conven- 
tion heid there last year, great advancement 
in kindergarten wor had een made and the 
kindergartens, which were now sustained by 
beneficent gentlemen, were soon to be allied 
with the public school system, being consid- 
ered a great adjunct to early education. 


The Chogteau School. 


It is yery likely that the committee which 
went out yesterday to inspect the Choũteau 
School on Chouteau avenue, near Ewing, will 
report thatthe present building will suffice 


for that neighborhood for a while longer 
atleast.

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NEw YorK, January 19.—An old forgotten 
blast went off this morning in the big hole ex- 
cavated by the Consolidated Gas Co., between 
Sixty-second and Sixty-third streete, midway 
between First avenue and Avenue A, koom is 
being made there for another. large gas-tank, 
and the rock is blasted away for a depth 
of fifty-two feet below the street grade, 
Contractors J. D. and T. F. Crimmiers 
have a couple of hundred men employed in 
the work.

Section 3 limits the carriage of incoming 
foreign passengers to one passenger for every 
five tons burden of the ship, excepting chil- 
dren under 1 yéarof age and counting those 
between 1 and 8 years of age as 
one passenger.

The sixth section requires the masters of 
resseis and officers of railroad trains coming 
into the United States to report tothe 
Collector of the port or his agent 
the number, uationality and condition of 
foreign passengers. The Government officer 
isthen to board the vessel or train, inspect 
the passengers and compare their certificates. 
Passengers may be landed temporarily, 
awaiting inspection, and the only appeal from 
the Collector's decision shal! be to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

JURISDICTION. 

In the seventh and eighth sections the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is charged with the 
duty of supervising immigration; author- 
izea to make rules and contracts and 
employ assistants not to exceed three 
inspectors at any one port, atasalary of be- 
tween $1,500 and . 000, and to use United 
States property and reservations. The last 
section vests full jurisdiction in United States 
Circuit and District Courts in all causes aris-

COMPLAINING OE UNJUST TAXATION.

It was announced 
this morning that the 5 cents differential rates 
on corn from N south of Burling- 
ton in favor of St. nis would be hereafter 
but 2 cents—or in other words, that the rates 
to St. Louis would de advanced 3 cents a 
hundred. The Union Pacific made the first 
move andthe Northwestern followed. Gen- 
eral Freight Agent McCullough of the

and Chicago—and I telegraphed our agent at 
Omaha, Mr. Morehouse, that the raise was 
just what Chicago wanted and to take ad- 
vantage of it.

The venality and corruption 
Incident to this enormous expenditure in- 
duced the Liberal Parliament to pass in 1883 a 
comprehensive election reform bill. The law 
has practically put astopto bribery and re- 
duced the costof the elections fully 75 per 


cent. 
"WHAT CONSTITUTES BRIBERY. 


Every person is guilty of bribery, in the 
eyes of the English law, who either directly or 
indirectly gives, tends, agrees or offers to 
give or lend or promises to procure or to en- 
deavor to procure money, place, employ- 
ment, office or valuable consideration to or 
for any voter or for any person acting on be- 
Halt of the latter. 

2. Persons who in consequence of such gifts, 
loan, offer, promise or procurement endeav- 
or to procure the election of any person or 
the vote of any voter. 

Any person who knowingly advances 
money for the purpose. 

4. Any voter who either by himself or by 
any person acting in his behalf recejves or 
agrees to receive money, consideration, place 
or emolument. 

5. Any person who receives the latter on ac- 
count of persons having voted or about to 
vote. 

6. Persons who either directly or indirectly 
pay any taz or rate, or portions thereof on 
behalf of a rate-payer in order to enable the 
latter to be registered as an elector. Any per- 
son who is privy thereto is likewise liable to 
conviction. 

7. Any person who either himself or by 
proxy, either before, during or after the elec- 
tion, directly or indirectly, gives, provides or 
pave for, either wholly or in part, any meat, 
drink, entertainment or provision, to or for 
persons entitied to vote. 

9. Any elector who accepts such meat, 
drink, entertainment or provision, or the 


9. Any person who either directly or in- 
directly uses or threatens to make use of 
force, violence or restraint, or who inflicts or 
threatens to inflict, directly or indirectly, any 
temporal or spiritual injury, harm, damage or 
loves upon or against any person, in order to 
induce or compel him either to vote or refrain 
from voting. 

10. Any person who makes use of abduction, 
duress or any other device and contrivance to 
impede and preventthe free exercise of the 
franchise of any elector, or who compels, in- 
duces or prevails upon any elector to give or 
to refrain from giving his vote at an election. 

(According to these last two paragraphs any 
master who prevents his employes or labor- 
ers from voting, or who refuses to grant them 
the time necessary for the exercise of their 
franchise without entailing loss upon them- 
selves, is punishable for bribery and corrupt 
practice.) 

THE PENALTIES FOR BRIBERY. 
The penalties for bribery and corrupt prac- 


tices, as defined above, are as follows: 

1. In the case of the candidate being found 
guilty, or even cognizant thereof, his election 
ie declared void, aud he is debarred from ever 
being elected to, or sitting in, the House of 
Commons for the said county or borough, and 
is liable to be imprisoned, with or without 
hard labor, for a term not exceeding twelve 
months, and to be üned a sam not exceeding 
$1,000. In case of a municipal or any other 
corporate election coming under the mupnici- 

al corrupt practice act the candidate loses 

is election and is debarred frum ever holding 
a corporate office in the said borough. He is 
likewise liable to be imprisoned, with or with- 
out bard labor, fora maximum period of six 
months and to the payment of a fine not ex- 
ceeding $1,009. 
2. If the offense hes been effected through 
the candidate s agents, in that case the former 
loses Lis election and becomes incapable of 
being elected to Parliament for the locality in 

vestion during a period of seven years, while 
the agent is punishable by the fine and impris- 
onment mentioned in the previous paragraph. 
In case of a municipal election the candi 
ie debarred from olding any corporate or 
public office during three years, while the 
agent is punishable by the fine and imprison- 
ment already described. 

8. Any persons, whether as electors or em- 

loyes of the electors or candidates, who are 

ound guitty of the offense, are liable to one 

ear’s imprisonment, with or without hard 
abor, in the case of a Parliamentary election, 
and to six months inthe case of a co rate 
election, while in either case the offender 
is liable to a fine of $1,000. 

Besides the penalties above described the 
convicted offender inevery case is deprived 
tor a period of seven years of his franchise 
and from holding any ipaictal or public office. 

OTHER ILLEGAL PRACTICES, 

In addition to the above offenses, described 
under the denomination of bribery and cor- 
rupt practices, there are certain others of 
lesser importance whicb, while sufficing to 
invalidate the election, are punishable with a 
leseer degree of severity. They relate to the 
hirthg of vehicles to convey voters to the 
polls; to paying money in excess of the maxi- 
mum allowauce for any expenses incident to 
the election, and to various other devices foi 
influencing corruptly the action of the voters. 

The penalties incurred for these illegal prac- 
tices are, in addition to the invalidation of the 
election, a maximum fine of $500. Moreover, 
if the candidate is shown to have been guilty, 
either by knowledge or consent, be is inca- 
pacitated from sitting in the House of Com- 
mons for the borough or county in question 
for a period of seven years, or from voting at 
any election, whether Parliamentary, munici- 

al es otherwise, for a period of five years. 
t the candidate’s agent or employes alone 
have been guilty, then the former is merely 
debarred from sitting in the Parliament for 
which the election was held for the borough 
or county in question. Any persons other 
than the candidate who are convicted of il- 
legal practices are punishable by the imposi- 
tion of a maximum fine of $500 and the loss of 
all franchise for a period of seven years. 

PUBLICITY TO EXPENDITURES. 

There is no burning of vouchers’’ in En- 
giand after an election, as was done by order 
of Chairman Quay two days after the late 
election in this country. 

The candidate may pay any personal ex- 
penses incurred by him in connection with 
the election to an amount not exceeding $600. 
Any further expenses incurred by him must 
be paid and itemized by his agent.

Gov. Lowry has ordered the Sheriffs in 
the vicinity of the recent Mississippi 
race troubles to follow the negroes who 
have fied, get affidavits from them and 
then arrest every man accused by them 
of outrage or of putting them in bodily 
fear.

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TEXAS members of Congress are ad- 
vising Gov. Ross that the control of Con- 
gressional elections by Federal officials, 
exclusively is impending, and that State 
elections must be held on a different day 
to keep them free from Federal mterfer- 
ence. If the mere introduction of the 
Sherman bill should bring about a sepa- 
ration of national elections from State 
and municipal elections, it would have at 
least one good effect. That separation is 
one feature of electoral reform which 
the States should adopt regardless 
of what Congress may or may 
not do. But the Sherman bill 
will never pass in its original 
shape. Already the Chicago Tribune is 


protesting against the application of such 
a measure to any Northern State, and 
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actually contends that Congress has no

the alleged ground that they were dis- 
couraged or afraid. Ifa Federal election 
law applicable to all the States alike oan- 
not pass, there is far less chance for such 
an odiously partisap and sectional regula- 
tion of elections as the Tribune proposes. 


NOT A BASTARD REPUBLIC. 

A great many people in this country 
still fall into the Old World habit of re- 
garding governments of some sort or 
other as the source of all human rights 
and all rightful political power. Some 
msist on regarding the Federal Govern- 
ment as the fountain head and source 
from which all authority must be de- 
rived in this country, while others set up 
the State Governments as the original 
and supreme sources of all lawful author- 
ity. 

The best commentators on our organic 
iustitutions sustain neither of these dog- 
mas, and hold that both Federal and 
State Governments are the creatures of 
the people, both drawing their several and 
independent powers from the same 
source, with no difference as to origin ex- 
cept that the Government of each State is 
the creature of its own people, while the 
Union and its Government is the creature 
of the people of all the States. 

The proposition that the Union is the 
creature of the States rests on nothing but 
the fact that the States existed first as in- 
dependent sovereignties, and that the rat- 
ification af the Constitution which made 
the Union was effected through the forms 
of State action. But it was as the creature, 
the agent and the representative of its 
own people that each State acted; it was 
as creatures, not as creators, that tney all 
acted; and that is why the preamble of 
the Constitution says, ‘‘We, the people of 
the United States, do ordain,’’ instead of 
„We, the several States, or „Wes the 
United States, do ordain.“ 

This declaration is conclusive ‘ against 
all quibbling contradictions, because it is 
the deliberately chosen language of the 
Convention, the highest constitutional 
authority, referring the Union and its 
Government to the original and highest 
source of power, to the creators of the 
States, rather than to the States them- 


selves. e 
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A VALUABLE SUGGESTION. 

Retiring Gov. HuGues of Arkansas in 
his final message to the Legislature offers 
a suggestion on the subjectof convict 
labor which is worthy the earnest atten- 
tion of legislators. 

He suggests that the earnings of con- 
victs who have families dependent upon 
them for support and who are deprived 
of this support by their incarceration, be 
equally divided, one-half going to the 
State to pay for the maintenance of the 
penitentiary, and the other half being de- 
voted to the support of the families of the 
convicts. 

The suggestion is not original with Gov. 
HUGHES, as a writer in the Century Maga- 
zine for November strongly urged the 
adoption of this plan by State authorities, 
but he is probably the first Governor to 
embody it in a message. There are 
potent arguments in favor of the plan. 
Under the present system the State legal- 
ly deprives the families of convicts of 
their proper support, thus often throwing 
them upon the State or upon indi- 
vidual and organized charities for 
aid. In this way the punishment 
of the convict falls heavier upon helpless 
and innocent women and children than 
upon the criminal. Itmay be urged that 
many offenders against the law do not 
contribute to the support of their families 
before imprisonmenf, but this does not 
weaken the argument, because many do, 
and the unjust and unreasonable opera- 
tion of the present system in a few cases 
is sufficient to condemn it. In the cases 
of worthless men who do not cgre for 
their family ties, it would be altogether a 
wise and beneficent act on the part of the 
State to compel them to do so while 
undergoing punishment for criminal 
offenses. 

Another excellent reason for the adop- 
tion of this plan in dealing with convicts 
is that it would offer a possible solution to 
the convict labor question. When the 
earnings of convicts are utilized for the 
support of their wives and children who 
would otherwise be reduced to extreme 
hardships or even pauperism, which fos- 
ters crime, objections to employing them 
are practically answered.

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Gov. Humpurey of Kansas carries the 
home market“ doctrine to the extent of 
favoring laws which will protect local 
butchers from competition with the 
dressed beef combine by prohibiting the 
sale of meats not subjected to local in- 
spection on foot. If the home-market 
idea is such a good and wholesome thing, 
why not carry it to the end, protecting 
the industries of each State from com- 
petition with those of another, each 
county from another’s competition, and 
compelling every man to buy and sell in 
his own town; to deal, as far as possible, 
exclusively with occupants of his own 
block and his own side of the street? 


Tun Hon. Levi P. MorTOoN, Vice-Presi- 
dent elect, has displeased some of the Re- 
publican Senators whom he is soon to pre- 
side over by taking rooms in the Norman- 
die Hotel adjourning those occupied by 
BLAINE.

THE PEOPLE'S FORUM. 


The Creation of the Unien. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

According to an editorial in your columns 
of the 15th inst., itis evident that Gov. Fran- 
cise was mistaken in asserting that all would 
concede’’ to the correctness of his propo- 
sition that the Federal Union is the creature 


of the States. Not only do you not concede it 
but affirm that the opening sentence of the 
Federal Constitution expressly contradicts it. 
You had better say, the opening sentence of 
the preambie to that instrument seems to 
contradict it. Iamrm that in reality it does 
no sugh thing when examined in the light 
of history. The instrument itself, in differ- 
ent places, sustains the correctaess of the 
Governor's proposition. Where it says, in 
the final articie, that the instrument was 
made by the unanimous consent of the States 
present—Rnode Island having deen absent 
that the establishment of the Federal Union 
under it depended upon its ratification by 
nine States, through and by their separate 
State conventions, and was to embraces only 
the States so ratifying the same, it is plain 
proof that the Federal Union is the creature 
ef sovereign, independent States and not the 
work of the aggregate people of the United 
States, as is faisely inferred from the words in 
the preamble. 

More than this. Our experience in the 
adoption of the iu. and xiv. amendments to 
the Constitution at and immediately after the 
close of the civil war,in conformity with article 
6 af that instrument—pusitively contradicts 
your idea, wrongly drawn from the words in 
the opening sentence of its preamble. 

Those amendments were proposed by Con- 
gress, referred to and ratified—not by the ag- 
gregate people of the United States, but by 
the Legi atures of the different States, each 
acting lor itself through its law-making body, 
and each independent of every other State. 
Under the articles of confederation the States 
Btyled themselves the ‘‘United States of 
America, and provided that no alterations 
should be made in any of them unless agreed 
to in a Congress of the United States and after- 
wards ratified by the Legislature of every 
State. This same principle was infused into 
the Constitution of 1787—the bond of Federal 
Union that succeeded the Old Confede — 
and when the Union was established in 1783 it 
was truly and emphatically a creature of the 
States.

His 
mother was called the belle of Boston, and 
her father was the gallant old Ironsides whose 
daring exploite on the sea added such glory 
and renown to the American navy. 

Charles Stewart Parnell stands to-day like a 
mountain top, conspicuous in the gloomy 
landscape of Ireland’s political life; like a 
mountain top he towers above his infamous 
maligners, strength of will, determination of 
character and purity of purpose firmly 
stamped upon his manly brow. 

The London Times is responsible for the 
long-continued, unequal and disastrous con- 
flict between England and Ireland. It has ever 
slandered the Irish character. It was ever 
the champion of coercion and bayonet rule in 
Ireland. Its infamous pages glowed in devil- 
ish malignity, with bitter jibes and insolent 
invective in denunciation of every Irish leader 
who dared to raise bis voice for the social and 
political regeneration of his oppressed coun- 
trymen. . 

It displayed as little mercy toward the 
pleaders of constitutional agitation as it did 
against the champions of physical force. It 
sneered at Grattan and Curran;it applauded 
the cursed Union; it gloated in the blood of 
Emmet; it reviled and blackguarded O’Con- 
nell; it howled for vengeance against Mitchel, 
O’Brien and Meagher; it doomed the Man- 
chester martyrs to an ignominious death. 
Could it be expected that its poisonous pen 
would remain inactive against the mostin- 
trepid and sagacious leader that Ireland ever 
produced. Ita lying pages blinded the judg- 
ment of ite English readers against Ireland’s 
claim to autonomy.

THE OYSTER SLOOP CAPTAINS. 


Efforts of the Maryland Authorities to Pun- 
ish Them for Their Brutality. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Arcen. 

BALTIMORE, Md., January 19.—The Mary- 
land authorities, from the Governor down, are 
all anxious to put a stop tothe shocking bru- 
tality of Captaius to the men employed on the 
oyster sloops in Chesapeake Bay. The 
representative of the Post- DISPATCH, who re- 
turned yesterday from a trip to Chesapeake 
Bay, was received with favor in official oli dles. 


In the absence of Gov. Jackson from Maryland, 
Edward Lecompte, Secretary of State, promised 
to co-operate in any undertaking which might 
put a stop to existing outrages. United States 
Commissioner Bond and United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Hayes, who have vigorously 
prosccuted alt cases of brutality which have 
come in their hands, expressed an earnest ce- 
sire to see the guilty captains swiftly brought 
to justice. Many warrants, they said, were 
issued from them against captains of oyster 
sloops on the complaint of dredgers whom 
they had 
however,in serving these warrants as the 

nders seldom come ashore until 
after the complainants have disappeared and 
the marshais have no vessel of any kind with 
which to go out upon the bay and make ar- 
rests. County Sheriffs meet with the same ob- 
stacies, and even if one of them were to secure 
a boat to arrest a captain from his ship the 
latter would laugh him to scorn when he pre- 
sented his warrant, and as likely as not 808 
him to work picking over oysters. 

The difficulties in dealing with these lawless 
men were recounted to your correspondent 
yesterday by Mr. Lewis Hochheimer. He is 
secretary of a committee for the relief of 
dredgers, which is made up of representatives

sed YATES AND THD LEGISLATURE. 

“In 1860 I was elected to the Legislature from 
Cook County, at the same time that Yates, 
pick Yates as everybody called him, was 
elected Governor. Talk about party spirit to- 
day; the men who have grown up during the 
twenty years know nothing 
of it. Illinois, under the lead of 
Stephen A. Douglas, had always been 
Democrati¢, and even when the electoral vote 
of the State went for Smibler, who was note 
little aided by the influence of Yates and Ly- 
man Trumbull, and while the Senate was Re- 
publican, the house was Democratic. After the 
war had gone on @ few months the Demo- 
crats, who had at first been carried along by 
the example of Douglas, and who had there- 
fore not been inclined to oppose the 
raising of troops, began to show their hands 
more boldly, and after the disasters of the 
summer of 1862 for the first time actually op- 
posed appropriations for enlistment and for 
the earnest prosecution of the war. The situ- 
ation was serious. The Senate was Republi- 
can but the House, from September, 1863, was 
Democratic, the representation from Seuth- 
ern TIilinois, especially from what 
js popularly known as the Land 
of Egypt deing almost solidly 


in favor of the ace at any price patry, 
which, with our divided northern delegations, 
gave them control of the house.

Without the 
aid of Illinois it woul@ be very hard forthe 
Western armies tu goon, and with a Legis- 
lature which would not sustain the war, this 
aid could not be given. The friends of the 
National Administration were in despair, and 
did not see a ray of hope when the 
original genius of Yates solved the problem 
by the shrewdest parliamentary move I ever 
kuew made. Late one night be called the 
leaders of the Senate etber in consultation. 
The next afternoon, to surprise of every 
one, the Senate passed a res- 
olution to 1 — was re 
jected by the ouse, immediately 
afterwards another resolution, naming a 
different day for adjournment and fixing a 
short time was passed, only to be again re- 
jected. This was kept up for about two weeks, 
the Democrats laughing at the Republican ef- 
forts to earry their point. But one day on 
meeting they were astounded bya lamation 
from the Governor. He deci that, as the 
two houses would pot agree as to the date for 
adjournment, he would “exercise his con- 
stitutional prerogative and name a date bim 
self. This was only one day before the mest- 
ing of the Legislature next to be elected, 
and was a practicai dissolution of the 
one then sitting. I was a member 
of the Lower House at that time,and never did 
Isee 8 more exciting session. The Democrats, 
wund for the first time reeognized how they 
had been outwitted, were in a wild fury and 
declared that they would not submit to such a

} UNEXPECTED ALLY. .

THE TOBACCO MEN. 


,Comment Caused by the Circular ef the 


Leuisville Association. 


New YorK, January 19.—Some comment was 
caused among tobacco men last night by a dis- 
patch from Louisville to the effect thata cir- 
cular bad been addressed to the Louisville To- 
bacco Dealers’ Association by thirteen of the 
largest manufacturers in the country, de- 
manding uniform inspection from all ware- 
houses in Louisville, that warehouse- 


men be responsible in case the tobacco 
is mot as good as the samples, and that 
there be no bidding by warehousemen or their 
employes. The warehousemen refused to 
agree to these terms and the dispatch in- 
timated that a tobacco trust was being formed 
by the manufacturers to get contro! of the 
market in Louisville and other parts of the 
country. Representatives of the Lorillards 
and others were said to have remained away 
from the euctionsinthatcity. Pierre Lori 
lard and Pierre Lorillard, Jr., were both out 
of town last night. The former is in Charieston, 
S. C., and the latter at Tuxedo. A gentieman 
whose close relations with the family are such 
as to enable him to speak with authority on 
the matter said: 

The trouble, if there is any, is being made 
by the tobacco growers themselves. Last year 
they tried to get foreign capital to come in and 
loan money on their stocks that they could 
keep it ia store and run the price up. I do not 
take any stock in the report from Louisville, 
Of course, there is some sort of an understand 
ing between the big tobacco men, bat it 
does not amount to anything, and I do not 
know that it concerns this matter. As to a to- 
bacco trust, I am able to say positively that the 
Loriliards are not in one. Some of the big 
tobacco men discussed the idea of forming a 
trust about four months age. but nothiog was 
done about it. It has also been discussed 
at other times. The idea was not thought 
feasible, and Ido not believe that it is. 1 
know that Pierre Lorillard does not approve 
of atobacco trust. Hedoes not think that 
there is any money in one, and there are other 
reasons why he would not gointoone. One 
thing, however, is pretty certain, and that is 
that the price of tobacco will go higher than it 
is now. his fact is due to the partial failure 
of the crop now being cured.’’ :

An Important Witness in the New York 
Boodler Cases Turns Up.

NEW Tonk, January 19.—Ex- Police Commis- 
sioner Abram J. Disbecker has returned to the 
city. He was seen on Broadway yesterday. 
He disappeared from New York as soon as the 
fight against the boodle Aldermemand the 
other Broadway raiiroad grabbers became 
hot.

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PROBABLE CHANGESYN TNE BOARD OF ro- 
. LICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Frank Gaiennie to Be Reappointed—Blair 
and Viersen Have Two Years Longer 
to Serve, but May Be Kemoved by the 
Governer—Noonan for Mayor-~-A Trade 
for the Labor Vote. 


A great deal of interest is manifested by 
Democratic politicians here and lu Jefferson 
City in the probable action of Gov. 
Fraueis with reference to changes 
in the local Board of Police 
Commissioners. The official terms of Com- 
missioners Frank Galennie and 0. PF. Gooding 
have already expired; those of James L. 
Blair, Vice-President of the board, and J.C. 
W ilkereon have nearly two years yet to run. 

It is generally understood, in fact bas been 
positively asserted by personal friends of the 
Governor, that Mr. Gaiennie will be reap- 
pointed, and in the event of the reorganiza- 
tion of the board will probably be elected 
Vice-President. This will leave only one 
actual vacancy to fil!, unless steps should be 
taken to remove Blalr and Wilkerson berore 
their terms expire. In connection with the 
attitude of the Governor towards the two last 
named commissioners, varicus rumors have 
been afloat. Blair and the Goveruor are 
known as political enemies, and it is not to be 
supposed that Francis would care to have 
Blair in the most important executive posi- 
tion In his control, or that Blair particularly 
relisbes the idea of contiguing in office as a 
subordinate of the Govdrnor. should Blair 
and Wilkerson remain in the board 
they could, by combining with Mayor 
Alien, or later on, with the next Mayor 
of the city, Republican or Democrat, out vote 
the two appointees of Gov. Francis, and in 
that’ way render futile any attempt on the 
Governor’s part to dictate the board’s policy. 

When asked this morning if he bad any in- 
tention of 

RESIGNING HIS POSITION 

asa member of the board. Vice-President 
James L. Blair said: I have heard a number 
of reports and rumors of late as to the course 
which the Governor intends to pursue, bat 
it is impossible to say what degree of reliance 
is to be placed in them, I 
have received no information inti- 
mation from an authoritative source 
that my resignation is wanted, and I see no 
reason justat present, why I should resign. 
The subject has not presented itself to me in 
such a way as to lead me to consider it. 1 
can’t say what I may do later on.’ 

It is believed that Commissioner Wilkerson 
takes about the same view of the matter as 
Mr. Blair, and unless they change their minds 
it is safe to assume that they will stick for the 
balance of their terms of office if not removed 
by the Governor. 

The State statute on the removal of police 
commissioners from office is to the effect that 
the Governor may call for their resignations 
whenever he is ‘fully satisfied’’ that they 
have been guilty of ‘‘official misconduct. 
This leaves it practically at the discretion of 
the Governor, and he can cut off their official
